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In a restriction requirement dated July 15, 2005, the period for reply having been 
extended one month to September 15, 2005, the Examiner required restriction under 
35 U.S.C. § 121 between the following groups: 

I. Claims 1-52, drawn to a glass fiber product. 

II. Claims 53-60, drawn to a coating composition. 

III. Claims 61-65, drawn to a method for reducing tackiness. 

IV. Claims 66-68, drawn to a method of reducing damage to fibers. 

V. Claims 69-70, drawn to a method of reducing frictional drag. 

VI. Claim 71, drawn to a method of increasing interfiber separation. 

VII. Claim 72, drawn to a method of increasing fiber entanglement. 
Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute Group I, claims 1-52, drawn to a glass 

fiber product, with traverse.
